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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


The  Legislature  of  1926  passed  an  act  amending  chapter 
81  of  the  General  Laws,  which  will  be  of  great  benefit  to 
small  towns,  as  it  provides  for  a larger  expenditure  of  money 
by  the  state  for  the  repair  and  improvement  of  town  ways. 

The  following:  are  extracts  from  the  General  Laws  in 

regard  to  the  disbursement  of  money  for  the  repair  and 
improvement  of  town  ways  as  amended  and  approved 
May  5,  1926. 

Chapter  81  General  Laws  Section  26.  There  may  be 
expended  for  the  repair  and  improvement  of  public  ways, 
other  than  state  highways,  in  towns  having  valuations  of 
less  than  four  million  dollars,  as  established  by  the  last 
preceding  valuation  made  for  the  purpose  of  apportioning 
the  state  tax,  and  in  which  the  proportionate  amount  paid 
by  such  towns  of  every  million  dollars  of  such  tax  as  so 
established,  divided  by  the  number  of  miles  of  such  public 
ways,  hereinafter  known  as  the  road  mileage  ratio,  is  less 
than  twelve  dollars,  such  sums  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars  per  mile  as  the  general  court  may  appropriate  there- 
for; provided,  that  such  towns  shall  contribute  or  make 
available  for  use  in  connection  therewith  the  following 
amounts  for  each  mile  of  such  public  ways  within  their 
respective  limits,  according  to  the  following  schedule  based 
on  their  road  mileage  ratio: — 

1.  Less  than  one  dollar  and  forty  cents,  fifteen  dollars. 

2.  One  dollar  and  forty  cents  and  less  than  two  dollars, 
twenty  five  dollars. 
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3.  Two  dollars  and  less  than  two  dollars  and  eighty 
cents,  forty  dollars. 

4.  Two  dollars  and  eighty  cents  and  less  than  three 
dollars  and  fifty  cents,  fifty  dollars. 

5.  Three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  and  less  than  five  dollars 
and  fifty  cents,  seventy  dollars. 

6.  Five  dollars  and  fifty  cents  and  less  than  seven  dollars, 
one  hundred  dollars. 

7.  wSeven  dollars  and  less  than  nine  dollars,  one  hundred 
and  twenty  five  dollars. 

8.  Nine  dollars  and  less  than  twelve  dollars,  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars. 

The  amounts  appropriated  as  aforesaid  and  contributed 
by  the  towns  shall  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
division  on  such  ways  as  the  division  and  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  may  agree  upon. 

Said  chapter  eighty-one  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  section  twenty-nine  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: — SECTION  29.  The  division  shall 
determine,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the  number  of  miles  of 
such  public  ways  in  towns  entitled  to  the  benefits  under 
section  twenty-six,  and  shall  inform  the  selectmen  of  such 
towns  of  the  contributions  required  from  them  under  said 
section. 

The  extracts  from  chapter  eighty-one  have  been  embodied 
and  made  a part  of  this  report,  for  the  benefit  of  all  that  are 
interested  in  having  good  roads,  and  who  may  desire  a 
better  understanding  of  just  what  is  required  of  the  town 
in  order  to  get  help  from  the  state. 

For  maintenance  under  this  act,  the  town  must  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $2100.00  to  be  in  the  control  of  the  select- 
men, who  shall  make  application  to  the  state,  and  the 
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division  of  public  works  may  appropriate  $4200.00  which 
is  one  hundred  dollars  a mile  for  every  mile  of  road  in  the 
town  that  comes  under  this  act. 

There  has  been  contributed  to  the  town  for  road  im- 
provement up  to  the  present  time  from  the  following  sour- 
ces: 


Horace  N.  Macomber  gave  to  the  town  the  land  taken 
to  straighten  a turn  in  the  road  on  Berkley  street. 

The  town  has  a note  of  $2,000.00  that  has  to  be  paid 
March  25,  1927. 

The  uncollected  taxes  amounts  to  $4,471.61. 

Our  town  counsel  have  examined  the  records  at  the 
registry  of  deeds  and  they  advise  that  they  do  not  find 
anything  to  prevent  the  town  from  selling  all  of  the  old 
school-houses.

For  March  7,  1927 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appropriate  any  part 
of  the  dog  fund  to  the  Public  Library  and  make  what  other 
appropriations  that  are  necessary. 

Article  2.  To  act  on  report  of  town  officers. 

Article  3.  To  fix  compensation  for  collector  and  treas- 
urer for  ensuing  year. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Treasur- 
er with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  current  financial  year. 

Article  5.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers,  one 
selectman  for  three  years,  one  assessor  for  three  years,  one 
school  committee  for  three  years,  one  trustee  of  library  for 
three  years  and  one  burial  ground  commissioner  for  three 
years,  town  treasurer  for  one  year,  collector  of  taxes  for  one 
year,  auditor  for  one  year,  moderator  for  one  year,  tree 
warden  for  one  year,  seven  constables  for  one  year,  three 
fish  wardens  for  one  year,  three  oyster  wardens  for  one  year 
and  also  to  bring  in  your  ballots  on  the  question:  ‘‘Shall 
licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  certain  non-intoxicating 
beverages  in  this  town?”  The  form  of  ballot  shall  be  “Yes” 
or  “No”. 

Article  6.  To  raise  and  appropriate  sums  of  money  for 
ways  and  bridges. 
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Article  7.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for 
schools,  including  supplies,  high  school  tuition,  salary  of 
superintendent,  transportation  of  scholars  and  repairs  on 
public  buildings. 

Article  8.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money  for 
support  of  poor,  salaries  of  town  officers,  state  aid  and  in- 
cidentals. 

Article  9.  To  choose  a memorial  committee  and  ap- 
propriate a sum  of  money  for  same. 

Article  10.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money 
to  be  extended  in  suppressing  the  gypsy  and  brown  tail 
moths. 

Article  11.  To  raise  and  appropriate  a sum  of  money 
to  be  used  in  the  cemetery  and  care  of  graves  of  the  civil 
and  Spanish  war  soldiers  and  sailors.

To  the  School  Committee  of  Berkley: 

I have  the  honor  of  submitting  my  third  annual  report 
as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  present  year  is  the  fortu- 
nate fact  that  we  started  school  last  September  in  the  new 
building. 

Concerning  this  building  a few  facts  should  be  stated. 

It  is  an  example  of  a large  amount  of  excellent  building 
for  a small  amount  of  money  that  so  far  as  I know  has  not 
been  equalled.  A cost  of  $7,000  per  room  is  considered 
rock  bottom  in  school  house  construction.  The  building 
cost  the  town  at  least  one  third  less  than  what  is  usually 
regarded  as  the  lowest  possible  figure.  In  spite  of  this 
fact  the  building  is  of  unusually  strong  construction,  all 
weight  is  carried  upon  steel  to  concrete  or  solid  brick  sup- 
ports. The  minor  defects  that  have  developed  are  fewer 
in  number  and  less  serious  in  nature  than  is  generally  the 
case  with  new  buildings  regardless  of  cost.  The  type  of 
construction  is  such  that  all  defects  that  will  occur  are  now 
present.  There  are  no  unpleasant  surprises  to  come  in 
the  future,  also,  the  building  is  giving  excellent  satisfac- 
tion right  now  just  as  it  is  before  the  minor  defects  are 
remedied  as  they  soon  will  be.  The  work  of  the  schools  is 
at  present  the  best  that  I have  seen  in  the  town.  The  im- 
provement over  the  former  situation  in  the  single  room 
school  houses  is  greater  than  any  one  could  realize  who  was 
not  directly  acquainted  with  both  conditions.  Some  im- 
provements are  as  follows. 
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The  attendance  is  better.  The  children  are  getting 
more  education  because  they  are  getting  more  schooling. 
Each  child  is  getting  more  attention  than  before  in  some 
cases  twice  as  much.  This  is  because  each  teacher  has 
but  two  grades  and  has  time  enough  to  hold  classes  for  more 
than  the  five  or  ten  minutes  that  used  to  be  all  that  was 
available  for  any  single  class  exercise.  Of  course  the  most 
important  factor  in  determining  the  value  of  a school  day 
is  the  amount  of  time  and  attention  that  the  pupil  himself 
gives  to  his  own  business,  but  the  effectiveness  of  this  factor 
is  directly  influenced  by  the  amount  of  help  and  super- 
vision that  is  given  by  the  teacher.  There  is  no  question 
as  to  the  improvement  in  this  respect.  A day  in  school 
now  is  certainly  worth  vastly  more  than  it  was  formerly. 

The  children  have  the  advantage  of  modern  equipment, 
When  the  contents  of  the  old  schools  were  brought  together 
it  gave  a collection  marvelous  Tor  variety,  but  not  con- 
spicuous for  utility  to  a large  extent  the  new  school  is 
operating  on  new  equipment.  Berkley  has  today  a thor- 
oughly modernized  school.  This  does  not  mean  that  the 
school  is  completely  equipped.  We  are  merely  caring  for 
needs  not  future  ones.  As  classes  complete  present  tasks 
working  materials  must  be  produced  for  the  tasks  following. 
There  will  be  much  to  do  along  these  lines  for  some  time  to 
come. 

Before  leaving  this  topic  I must  point  out  that  the  gains 
from  consolidation  are  due  chiefly  to  the  excellent  teaching 
force  in  the  new  building.  The  new  venture  could  not 
have  fallen  into  better  hands.  The  way  the  building,  in 
spite  of  incompletion  when  school  started,  and  other  handi- 
caps that  a less  competent  teaching  force  would  not  have 
overcome,  became  an  attractive  home  like  place,  and  the 
quickness  with  which  the  school  became  an  efficient  working 
organization,  were  truly  wonderful.  All  concerned  are 
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entitled  to  credit  and  to  the  thanks  of  the  town.  In  par- 
ticular it  should  be  stated  that  the  success  of  the  under- 
taking has  been  due  to  a principal  who  knows  the  town  well 
and  how  to  conduct  a school  unusually  well,  and  also  to  a 
janitor  whose  interest  and  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  school 
have  been  conspicuously  above  anything  that  could  be 
reasonably  expected. 

Questions  are  frequently  asked  as  to  the  extent  of  State  aid. 
The  money  comes  in  amounts,  the  details  of  which  are 
complicated.  In  general,  the  aid  for  local  schools  amounts 
to  one  third  the  salaries  of  teachers,  one  third  the  cost  of 
transportation  and  about  $80.00  per  school  room  for 
running  expenses.  For  High  School  the  amount  covers 
practically  the  entire  cost  of  tuition  and  transportation. 

The  report  of  the  School  Committee  contains  the  High 
School  enrolment.  The  enrolment  in  the  local  schools  is 
as  follows:

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

To  the  School  Committee: 

The  schools  of  Berkley  have  been  visited  and  all  the 
pupils  present  examined  twice  by  the  physician,  once  dur- 
ing the  spring  term  and  once  during  the  fall  term.  The 
health  and  hygiene  of  the  schools  were  supervised  by  Miss 
Alice  B.  Macintosh  until  the  close  of  the  term  in  June,  and 
by  Mrs.  Josephine  Dunham  from  September  until  the  end 
of  the  year. 

During  Miss  Macintosh’s  service  she  made  43  school 
visits,  47  home  visits,  18  pupils  were  excluded  from  the 
schools  for  lice,  6 for  chicken  pox,  1 nasal  cold,  1 measles, 
1 was  fitted  to  glasses,  1 was  taken  to  the  dentist  in  the  city. 
In  September  1925,  there  were  21  children  10%  or  more 
underweight,  in  January  1926,  only  11.  All  of  these  im- 
proved up  to  the  time  of  closing  the  schools  in  June  except 
two. 

The  follow  up  work  included  visits  to  the  homes,  to  learn 
the  condition  of  children  absent  from  school.  She  found 
children  absent  from  the  following  causes,  pediculosis, 
pneumonia,  colds,  appendicitis,  jaundice. 

Two  children  were  taken  to  a clinic  in  Freetown  for  the 
removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

A Health  Play  was  given  at  the  Common  in  May  to  raise 
a sum  of  money  for  Dental  Clinics.  The  receipts  netted 
$8.00.  Five  Dental  Clinics  were  held  in  the  town,  No. 
treated  55,  including  32  silver  fillings,  and  26  extractions. 

In  September,  Mrs.  Josephine  Dunham  took  over  the 
work.  During  the  last  four  months  of  1926  she  has  made 
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46  school  visits,  22  home  visits,  380  individual  examina- 
tions. The  following  defects  were  found,  viz.  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids  10,  enlarged  cervical  glands  1,  hip 
disease  1,  bad  posture  1,  eyes  defective  9,  two  were  correc- 
ted, ears  3.  One  tonsil  and  adenoid  case  was  operated  upon 
at  the  Morton  Hospital,  Whooping  cough  1,  192  scholars 
were  weighed  and  measured.  Underweight  10%  or  more 
26.  Defective  teeth  25.  The  nurse  also  has  given  6 health 
talks.
